Thii 
was chiefly met by sending home from 
Europe American securities. Thus the 
United States is rapidly altering thai 
coudiiion of tilings which at oae timi 
was thought to jeopardize her credit 
The republic of thelUnited Slates, )ik< 
tbe French Republic, is holding an 
ever increasing proportion of the nation 
al debt in the hands of her own people 
What is more, tbe total amount is be- 
ing continually reduced. 
But it i 


worthy of observation that the increas 
ing dependence of Europe upon Ameri 
can sources ot supply must sooner or 
later almost drain 
this market o 


American securities. Everything, in- 
deed, points to the conclusion tha 
America in her own interest mus 
shortly begin to take an increasing pro 
portion of European goods in return 
for her food. 
The increase of the im 


ports last year was no less than £40, 
000,000, and there is every reason to 
believe that this is no sudden spurt, to 
be followed by a reaction, but thai the 
increase will steadily continue.

Coburn, struck on the shoulder by a 
brickbat, while arranging his 'lanterns 
on his own premises , D. \V. Wiggins, 
Struck on the log while burning red fire 
at W. P. Goulding's house , Miss Jen- 
nie Templeton, struck on the shoulder 
by a stone and painfully hurt. An un- 
known lady standing near Miss T. was 
hit in the ;face and seriously bruised. 
Mayor Day was stoned in his yard 
while discharging rockets 
His Honor, 


while standing in his yard, was struck 
by a small stone, of which he took lit- 
tle notice. Close following was anoth- 
er stone ,weighing fourteen pounds, 
which he picked up as a Jsouvenir 
Eleven lanterns out of twelve in W D. 
Pennell's yard were demolished by the 
mob. 
Not one of Dr. Wedgewood's 


lanterns was spared, E S. Davis' lau 
terns were smothered,
